Paper No. 13, after Final Office Action of Paper No. 12. However, the limitation in claim(s) 1 
"an interlayer dielectric layer formed atop said gate electrode and having openings therein in 
which said source electrode contacts said source regions, wherein said interlayer dielectric layer 
includes dopant ions" is required further search. Since applicants did not point out where the 
newly amended limitation could be found in the specification, all of the amendments raise new 
issues that would have to be thoroughly considered in order to determine if the amendments 
constitute new matte, and all the amendments would otherwise require further undue 
consideration and/or search. In addition, there is no convincing showing under 37 CFR 1.1 16(b) 
why the proposed amendment is necessary and was not earlier presented.
